A small  sheet  “curing  the  above 
caption,  under  date  of  Dee.  loth, 
with  tlie  name  of  l!ev.  J.  A-  Camp- 
hell  a-  editor,  come-  to  me,  by  mail, 
this  week.  It  hails  from  Shreve- 
port, La.,  and  the  editor  proposes 
to  issue  it  semi-monthly  after  1st 
ot  January  and  to  give  to  Louisiana 
Baptists  a paper  which  shall  become 
an  organ  of  communication  among 
thrm!  Now  1 wash  to  oiler  some 
suggestions  relative  to  this  lo  w en- 
terprise. 1 do  so  ot  my  own  aeeord 
and  no  one  hut  myself  is  responsible 
for  what  1 say, 

I am  heart  and  hand  with  any  ell 
terprise  that  promises  to  he  success- 
ful ill  developing  and  uniting  the 
working  forces  of  the  Baptists  of 
our  State,  nor  will  I,  knowingly, 
put  a straw  in  the  way  ol  stieh  en- 
terprise ; hut  as  yet  I have  not  been 
able  to  see  that  this  undertaking 
however  pure,  tud  honest  the  motive 
may  he  that  prompted  its  beginning, 
is  jusi  the  tiling  we  need  to  aetom- 
plish  this  great  end.  Some  ot  the 
reasons  why  Ido  not  so  regard  it, 
are  a-  follow-  :

State  to  take  the 
paper  ipiestion  in  consideration  and 
report  on  it  and  they  have  each  time 
recommended  to  the  convention  the 
adoption  of,  the  Baptist  KbcoRI*  as 
the  medium  of  comntunieution 
among  the  llapt'sts  of  the  State. 
They  did  this,  not  because  they  did 
not  desire  to  have  a paper  in  Louis- 
ana,  hut  because  in  their  judgment 
it  .was  not  practical  just  now  to 
undertake  to  start  a paper  and  hence 
the  Kla  ->Kli  is  iccommcndcd  as  the 
best  substitute  for  a paper  at  home.

Henry  G.  Maugham  was  born  in
